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Two factions disagree on need for B.l.D. 


The second community meeting called by Main 
Street Chamber of Commerce principals Wednesday 
evening (the former was Tuesday morning), to 
discuss the proposed Business Improvement District 
(B. I.D.) was a struggle to keep under control, 
as David May, moderator, quickly learned. 

If the full house of business and property 
owners—and other community residents—represented 
the majority of opinion, the B.l.D. is dead, having 
been defeated before a presentation could be made 
before the City Council. Were they the majority or 
the most verbal? Who knows? 

Although Thursday evening’s meeting has been 
cancelled because no facilities are available on June 
27, the Main Street Chamber board agreed Tuesday 


morning that the B.l.D. is NOT dead. 

The group agreed to go ahead with information 
meetings, to invite both proponents and opponents 
to attend a series of meetings that deal individually 
with the problems brought up at last week’s meeting, 
i.e., the list of people contacted, the B.l.D. budget, 
how the money will be spent. 

The board decided to give the list in question 
to the opponents and to ask them to complete 
the list and get corrctions and additions of business 
and property owners in B.l.D. back to the board. 
The list were searched from the business directory, 
business licences and by walking the area, all done 
by Main Street Chamber staff. The list is being 
given to the group with the agreement that this 


mailing list will be used only for mailings to the 
property and business owners in the B.l.D. area, 
not sold or distributed to anyone else. 

Rather than attempt to describe the so-called 
voting process. The News will quote from SB 
1424 which outlines the process of the B.l.D. 

“If written protests are received by the owners of 
businesses in the proposed area which will pay 50 
percent or more of the assessments proposed to 
be levied and protests are not withdrawn so as 
to reduce the protests to less than that 50 percent, no 
further proceedcings to create the specified parking 
and business improvement area or to levy the 
proposed assessment, as contained in the resolution

Residents form united front: Teave Orange Grove alone’ 


The message was clear: leave Orange Grove 
Avenue alone. And that message came from 31 
Sierra Madre residents and 18 Arcadians who flocked 
to the Sierra Madre Recreation Hall Thursday 
evening. They were there to hear Sierra Madre 
and Arcadia city engineers describe tentative plans 
to repair the through street that runs along the south 
side of Sierra Madre and the north side of Arcadia. 
The street divides the cities; half belongs to Sierra 
Madre and half to Arcadia. 

At one part of the discussion Thursday evening. 
Sierra Madre Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan reminded 
the audience that “many years ago Sierra Madre 
presented the southern hif of the street to Arcadia: 
and the two separate entities have been responsible 
for maintaining that street throughout those years.” ■*- 

Each half is so different, in fact, that the 
speed limits differ: on the Sierra Madre side and 
on the Arcadia side. 

Although the message from the residents of 
both sides of Orange Grove was clear, as was 
stated before, Joe Lopez, city engineer from Arcadia, 


reminded the group, “The conception is that 
Orange Grove is your street. It’s a public street 
unless it becomes private and in that case, it is 
Taken care of by the property owners.” 

Three years of study 

The Orange Grove Avenue pot has been bubbling 
for about three years when both cities called attention 
to the fact that the street was in hazardous condition 
and that the cities were liable if there were traffic 
accidents on the street. In one of the public 
meetings held two years ago, one of the residents 
begged that the potholes remain as a traffic deterret. 

Others have implored the cities to SAVE THE 
TREES. 

Paul Neiby, M.D., of Sierra Madre, and Cheryl 
'Dickinson, who resides on the Arcadia Side, actually 
led the “tree” fight in earlier days, urging both 
cities to leave the trees alone. They tied yellow ribbons 
on all the trees that would probably be moved 
or destroyed if Orange Grove underwent any major 
reconstruction. 

Neiby told The News this week that original 


estimates were for the loss of about 90 trees. The 
present revised plans call for the removal or 
replanting of close to 10 trees. Those numbers 
change according to whom you’re talking to. 

Neiby was facilitator on Thursday and struggled 
to keep a calm demeanor with an audience that 
wanted to know how they could keep the street the 
same “country lane” that it had been throughout 
the years. They are hoping for as little traffic as 
possible. They understand that curbs and gutters 
are part of the plan but they also would like certain 
trees—and even Mrs. Gregg’s bridge under which 
a troll lives on the east Arcadia side—to remain, 
if possible. 

Lopez, Tcharkhoutian explain plan 

Joe Lopez, Arcadia’s director of public works, 
and Kev Tcharkhoutian, Sierra Madre’s new director 
of public works, fielded questions and attempted to 
explain the new Phase I and 11. Three years ago 
discussions began when Oliver Dablo was director of 
Public Works in Sierra Madre.

10-year-old Sierra Madre female is 
abducted and raped over weekend

A 10-year-old Sierra Madre female entered a 
vehicle with two male subjects about 7 p.m. on 
Friday, June 21, and was not returned to her 
home until about 16 hours later, said Sierra Madre 
Police Chief Bill Betts Tuesday afternoon. 

She was returned to near the intersection of 
Michillinda and Sierra Madre Blvd. about 3 p.m. 
Saturday, June 22. 

Betts said the girl was sexually assaulted during 
the course of the ordeal, was taken to a house in 
Los Angeles and into the mountains in the L.A. 
area as well as being driven around Friday evening 


and Saturday. 

After an aunt received a phone call from the 
girl and reported it to the girl’s father, he called 
the police about 9:50 a.m. Saturday, and reported 
her missing. The girl told her aunt she was in Los 
Angeles. 

Betts said, “The case is being investigated and 
we expect an early conclusion. All evidence will 
be submitted to Pasadena District Attorney’s office 
for filing.” 

The girl had been visiting relatives Friday 
evening and was dropped off near her home.

Your Editor and Chief has asked me to 
do several columns on my recollections of the 
18 years that I was Editor of the Sierra Madre 
News. Folks, that’s going back a few years; 
say 29 of them. It was in July 1962 that I

Well do I remember the first day in the 
beautiful City of Sierra Madre as it Svas this 
day the Chief of Police McMillan gave me 
a ticket for overparking on Baldwin...! was 
only parked there for four hours!

Out and About

As you read this, my wife and I will be on 
vacation. Five years ago, we went back to my 
old neighborhood in Brookline, Mass. I wrote 
a piece that was published in Yankee magazine. 
I wonder how many of you have a “Frankie” 
in your memory. 

There was none of the prodigal son returning 
mentality, only a persistent, gnawing doubt 
that I had left something important behind 
in my hasty flight out of Boston in 1958. 
'So 1 came back. I checked out the old 
neighborhood—Chestnut Street in Whiskey 
Point, Brookline—and found the old house 
where we were raised in the ’40s. We called 
it a 3-story tenement—thirty bucks a month—but 
now 1 think it’s a condo. 

I could see across the street to a spot, now 
a hospital parking lot, where as early teenagers 
we had to smash down the walls of our tree 
house because our parents found out we had 
pictures of naked women tacked on the walls. 
Looking to my left, down Henry Street, I could 
see Robinson Park where Franny “Lump- 
Lump” O’Brien broke his wrist and where I 
almost broke my brother’s head playing tackle 
football without pads. Pop Warner and Little 
League weren’t exactly household words. 

Frankie “Ivan” Hamilton’s house was on 
the right. Still the same. We used to take 
on guys from Newton after the football games. 
Lots of mad-dogging but no one got hurt. 
I heard Frankie was still around. I would look 
him up. 

Glancing to the right I saw the basement 
windows where Franny, Bobby Dubuque, Nick 
Prodany, my brother and I would play cards 
until late at night or until our feet froze. 

The Braves were in Boston then and Tommy 
Holmes played right field. Innocent times. I 
once saw a relief pitcher in the bull pen smoking, 
a big no-no then. The guy became a nothing 
on the spot in our eyes. 

Later, I found myself in the library at 
Brookline High. I looked stupied. A 51- 
year old in levis and a sweat shirt. Girls 
giggled. “Do you happen to have a 1952 year 


book?” One of the staff found it in the 
basement. 

Names and faces came back: A full back 
named Brady who tested the elasticity of my 
body; a drum majorette who ignited my 
first fires. I learned she became a street person 
or bag lady or whatever. And Richard 
Hankey’s grinning face memorable only 
because he made the mistake of slapping me 
on the back of the head in the lunchroom. 

My wife found the “T” to Boston a 
wonderful Disneyland “E” ticket ride. Locals 
thought she was crazy. It’s all relative. The 
common hasn’t changed; a bit seedier with a 
few more bums and a few less good soap-boxers. 

I managed to take on a young sales clerk at 
a book store. He went beyond my tolerance 
level on attitude, an affliction endemic to 
New York but hard to take in Boston. Frankie 
Hamilton would have decked him. 

I found Frankie at the Village Coach House 
in Brookline Village. Did well for himself— 
structural engineer—and he seemed unchanged 
in the 37 years since we ruled in the Point. 
When I looked hard at Frankie I could still 
see that magical, forceful power—the belief in 
invincibility that all warriors possess, especially 
15-year-old warriors. 

We talked of our old conquests and friends. 
I learned that poor Franny O’Brien died 
years ago. Bobby Dubuque became a Brookline 
cop.

I was saying good bye to Frankie “Terrible 
Ivan” Hamilton after a long, emotional trip 
back to our earlier time. He grasped my hand 
firmly, the fifth time he had dime that in as 
many hours, and with a tear ebb tiding on 
his lower lid, kissed me on the cheek.

While school districts all over ihe stale are being 
forced to turn to their respective communities for 
supplemental funding for educations, the Arcadia 
Unified School District’s Facilities Task Force II 
has recommended a plan which would refurbish 
ail Arcadia schools and generate significant 
discretionary income without assistance from 
Sacramento and without asking residents to tax 
themselves. 

The recommendations, which were presented to 
the Board of Education on Monday, if approved, 
would make significant changes for Arcadia schools. 

The grade/school reconfiguration subcommittee 
has recommended changing the current K-6, 7-9 
10-12 configuration to K-5, 6-8, 9-12, which would 
reduce the size of the elementary schools, create 
middle schools in place of the current “mini-high 
school’’ junior highs and improve articulation and 
college preparation in a four-year high school. 

Assuming that current reconfiguration plans 
are completed in other school districts, Arcadia 
High, if not reconfigured, will be the lone 10-12 
in I.. A. County sometime in the mid-1990s, reported 
Joseph Moriarty, president of Kerry Consulting 


Group, who coordinated the Facilities I ask t orce. 

Reasons for the majority trend mentioned most 
often were the positive effects of the middle school 
philo.sophy and the improved articulation of 
curriculum and co-curricular activities in the 9-12 
high school, added Moriarty. 

Selling the Santa Anita Elementary site, which 
currently is leased to the Arcadia Christian School, 
is recommended by the asset management 
subcommittee to fund construction of sixth grade 
quads at Dana and Foothills Middle Schools and 
a ninth grade quad, .storage, office reconfiguration, 
additional parking and kitchen expansion at Arcadia 
High School for reconfiguration of the district’s 
secondary schools as 6-8, 9-12 at the start of the 
1993-94 school year. 

In addition, the committee recommended long 
term ground lease of the First Avenue Junior 
High and Bonita Park Elementary properties. 
Proceeds of approximately $44 million would fund 
additional construction at the high school and 
the refurbishing of all of the remaining 
classrooms in the district. The plan also would 
leave a balance of approximately $32 million in 


the last 39-40 years of the 55-year leases fpr 
educational enrichment. 

Lastly, the Task Force committee recommended 
implementing single track Year Round Education 
at Baldwin Stocker and Holly Avenue Elementary 
Schools for the 1992-93 school year as a pilot 
project. The “school-within-a-school” variation 
of Year Round Education (YRE) would have 
approximately 140 common school days with the 
traditional school calendar and almost seven weeks 
of common vacations. 

The “single school-within-a-school schedule” or 
“3S” program accommodates staff, parent and 
student choice without having to redraw elementary 
school attendance areas. In addition, it does not 
force families not interested in YRE to attend 
another school or teachers to teach on a schedule 
that does not fit their own family’s calendar. 

The YRE committee further recommends that 
two additional elementary schools would consider 
the 3S program in each of the following two years. . 

The Board of Education will review the Task 
Force recommendations, seek staff and community 
imput on those changes and is expected to make 
a decision on the recommendations by Nov. 1, 1991.

Attention...individuals who attended the 
Wednesday evening, June 19 BID information 
meeting. There will not be a meeting on 
Thursday evening, June 27. The Senior Center 
was not available. Notices with this information 
have been mailed to everyone who signed 
in. Unfortunately, many present missed the 
sign up sheet. One or more additional BID 
information meetings will be scheduled and 
announced in the near future. 

Ignoring raw emotion and personality 
differences, several issues were raised during 
the information meetings last Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

The Chamber’s initial position concerning 
availability of the list of business and property 
owners in the proposed BID to those who 
oppose the proposal in its current form was 
a sore spot. On Tuesday morning of this week 
the Chamber board again voted to make 
the list available. This time, the only conditions 
are that the list be used by business or 
property owners within the proposed BID, 
to communicate BID-related information, and 
that the list not be used for commercial 
business purposes or as a fundraising source. 

Concern was expressed that the Chamber’s 


“petition of support” did not contain a printed 
place for people to state they did not support 
the proposal. Several people resolved that issue . 
for themselves by simply drawing an “x” on 
the face of the petition, and wrote “I do not 
support the BID proposal,” and mailed it 
back to the Chamber. As a point of 
clarification and at the risk of being deemed 
“unfair,” it is not the responsibility or obliga¬ 
tion of the proponents to collect statements of 
opposition. Everything the chamber has done 
related to the BID proposal has done in 
newspaper articles, at open meetings or through 
communications to those who would be 
affected. The board’s decision to conduct the 
campaign in this public manner underscores 
their intent and commitment to being “fair.” 

Concern has been expressed about the 
administrative cost and the relationship of staff 
cost to the total proposed budget. There 
appeared to be a feeling the downtown 
revitalization and general Chamber program 
can be implemented with 95 percent volunteer 
effort. The point to be debated and resolved 
is what level of staff management or organiza¬ 
tional experience does the business community 
feel it wants involved. The market place will 
provide the answer to “how much does that 
cost.” 

A few people have voiced questions about 
the program content. They want more details 
about the benefits. From my perspective, with 
due respect to everyone else, these are the 
key questions that need intensive discussion 
and review. Rather than get caught up in 
emotion, detailed discussion of the proposed 
activities will relatively quickly allow reasonable 
business and property owners to determine the 
value of the proposed BID. If you agree with 
that concept, don’t let emotion dictate the 
agenda the next time you participate in a BID 
proposal discussion.

The three performance,* 
outdoor production of 
“A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream” at Citrus 
College last week, closely 
followed by seeing 
Kenneth Branaugh’s 
superb interpretation of 
“Henry V” again on the 
Disney Channel, has 
inspired me to a short 
desertation on the perfor¬ 
mance of Shakespeare’s 
plays in modern times. 

There are several ways 
to do it. 

One is to take the 
easily assessible plays— 
“Macbeth,” “Hamlet,” 
“Midsummer Night’s 
Dream,” “Romeo and 
Juliet,” “As You Like 
It,” etc.—and play them 
for the good stories they 
are, cutting the descrip¬ 
tive passages and poetry- 
for-its-own-sake, and 
adjusting the obsolete 
words. Zefferelli movies 
do this, keeping the easily 
understood lines and the 
action, providing lush 
settings (why describe 
when you can, show?) 
and making Shakespeare 
as popular entertainment 
as he was in his own 
time. 

A more scholarly way 
is to spend the time it 
takes to educate the actors 


as to the meaning of 
obscure words and situa¬ 
tions, and play the play 
as written, probably with 
a few judicious cuts for 
length. This is entirely 
suitable for Theater 
Arts Departments and 
Acting Schools that need 
to meet the challenge of 
the classics. This is 
what the British generally 
do and they are very 
good at it, but it takes 
detailed training and 
knowledgable analysis 
and direction. 

Either of these 
methods, and their 
variations, can be done 
in modern dress or set 
in any period that the 
director thinks approp¬ 
riate. The plays about 
English history are 
usually done in their own 
period rather than Shakes¬ 
peare’s. The contrast 
is dramatically shown in 
the Olivier version of 
“Henry V.” 

In any case, the actors 
have iambic pentameter 
to contend with. Eliza¬ 
bethan plays were written 
in a poetic rhythm that 
fits the English language 
neatly and organizes 
words into a formal style. 

It really isn’t very hard 
to do. 


It turns mere language 
into poetry. 

The quality depending 
on the skill of writers 
who turn visions into 
words. 

The trick to speaking 
it is to ignore it and say 
the lines as if they were 
prose. The inflexion 
and pacing play counter¬ 
point to the basic beat. 
In unskilled, uninstructed 
hands, the rhythm can 
become monotonous. 
Many uncouth characters 
in Shakespeare speak in 
prose as if the rhythm 
adds too much nobility. 

Those poetic descrip¬ 
tive passages were 
originally intended to 
draw pictures in thin air 


which would enhance the 
minimal staging tech¬ 
niques of the time. Romeo, 
in broad daylight on a 
wooden stage, attempts 
to make the audience 
see a moonlit garden. 
Zefferelli skips them 
because he can show you 
real trees and “moon¬ 
light.” 

To get back to “The 
Dream” at Citrus - there 
are lovely descriptions of 
an enchanted forest, 
which surpass the 
abilities of any but the 
most sophisticated stage 
and are the more 
believable for being 
imaginary. However, 
the young actors at 
Citrus seemed to have 


no idea what they were 
talking about and fell 
into a jiggy sing-song 
that destroyed the mean¬ 
ing for anyone else. They 
would have been much 
better off cutting what 
obviously bored them. 

On the other hand, it’s 
hard not to laugh at 
the absurd situations 
in “Dream” even when 
the acting is two dimen¬ 
sional. The rustics got 
almost completely out of 
hand in their parody of 
overblown heroics and 
brought to mind Hamlet’s 
advice to his players 
that more is not 
necessarily better. My 
personal favorite was 
the shy and underplayed 
Wall. 

1 am ashamed to say 
that I lost my program 
and cannot give personal 
credit to the fairies, 
who came off very well. 
Oberon particularly, 
had an individual 
interpretation and a 
casual approach that 
grew on you as the 
evening progressed. He 
also knew what he was 
talking about. Titania, 
too, had a smooth, self- 
possessed allure that set 
her apart, while her 
attendants, a beautifully 


haphazard bunch of 
hippies, created a truly 
magical atmosphere 
made of tossed flowers, 
glitter and soap bubbles. 
Puck was impish as well 
as energetic. 

The outdoor setting 
was pleasant and a 
reminder of the more 
experienced charms of 
the upcoming season at 
Occidental where the 
Hillside Repertory 
company will again be 
holding forth. The out¬ 
door theater will be 
hosting Gilbert and 
Sullivan’s wistful “The 
Yeoman of the Guard” 
starting July 11, the gentle 
comedy “Harvey,” star¬ 
ring the six-foot invisible 
rabbit, starts July 30, 
and Shakespeare’s 
“As You Like It” starts 
Aug. 8. the versatile 
Keck Theater will be 
staging the speculative 
“Amadeus” on and off 
from July 19 through 
Aug. 31. The schedule is 
incredibly complex but

Everybody should 
attend this expert and 
growing theater festival 
of which much more 
later.

Big You Really Are?” 
is the title of a free 
public lecture by Dr. 
David DeVorkin of the 
Smithsonian National 
Air and Space Museum, 
to be given at Mount 
Wilson Observatory’s 
Museum at 1:30 p.m. on 
Saturday, June 29. 


DeVorkin will present 
a non-tcchnical slide 
lecture describing ex¬ 
periments in “inter¬ 
ferometry,” conducted 
at Mount Wilson Obser¬ 
vatory early this century 
by Nobel laureate Albert 
Michelson. 

Interferometry is an 
observing technique that 
combines the light from

two telescopes in order 
to measure the position 
and size of celestial 
objects with extreme 
accuracy. Michelson 
perfected this technique 
at Mount Wilson and, 
using the great 20-foot 
interferometer mounted 
on the Observatory’s 
100-inch telescope, he 
was able to make the 


first measurements ever 
of the diameters of stars. 

After the lecture. 
Observatory guides will 
conduct walking tours of 
the Observatory grounds, 
including the site of 
Michelson’s historic 
experiment that measured 
the speed of light and 
two modern interfero¬ 
meters now in operation 


at Mount Wilson. 

The public is invited 
to view the partial eclipse 
from Mount Wilson 
Observatory Thursday, 
July 11. Guides will set 
up equipment to allow 
safe eclipse viewing. 
The eclipse begins at 
10:12 a.m., reaches Us 
maximum at 11:27 a.m., 
and ends at 12:47 p.m. 
(local time). At the 
maximum point in the 
eclipse, the moon will 


cover approximately 
three-quarters of the 
sun’s surface. 

There will be a guided 
walking tour of the 
Obervatory grounds 
following the eclipse. 

There is no charge for 
any of these activities. 

Mount Wilson obser¬ 
vatory is located in the 
San Gabriel mountains, 
approx. 22 miles from 
La Canada via the 
Angeles Crest Highway.

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Plea continues for marrow 
matching for leukemia victim 


Sydney, Australia, other world 
filled with opera, romance 


While plans continue to find a bone marrow 
transplant donor for Lessed Garcia, of Sierra 
Madre who is suffering from leukemia, the child 
entered Children’s Hospital in Los Angeles Monday 
after suffering a relapse. 

Ralph Griffin, president of Sierra Madre Little 
League, w ho “got the ball rolling on the fundraiser’’ 
twd weeks ago, said, "Our fund-raiser June 30 in 
Memorial Park begins at 10 a.m. and we encourage 
everyone ti> undergo a simple blood test, at the mobile 
lab, which will determine whether or not a donor 
can he found. A Hispanic donor is necessary since 
tissue typing runs along ethnic lines. A Hispanic 
will be the donor here; however, we need many 
rionors to sign the registry with the Red Cross 
downtown to make sure other leukemia victims will 
have a chance at survival. “You can be typed for 
that registry Sunday, June 30.” 

Gnltin explained that although the blood test, 
which removes about two teaspoonsful of blood, 
generally costs $350, for fundraisers such as 
this it is $55. Those who caniv^t afford the cost 
on Sunday vvill not be expected to.^ay. Those who 
can pay are urged to afford the $55, he said. Anyone 
over 18 years can be tested. 

A spokesperson at the Bone Marrow Registry 
ill the downtown Red Cross said that the donor, 
when found, will pay nothing. The patient’s family 
pays all the bills, including out-of-pocket expenses 
such as parking, as well as the transplant itself 
which will take place at UCLA Medical Center. 
That is, of course, one of the reasons for this 
fund-raising event June 30. 

In mid-June, the local Little League held a 
spontaneous fund-raiser at the closing day ceremony, 
and $3224, which included $1000 from Griffin’s 
work, USA for Health Care, was collected in 45 
minutes from parents and children at the game.

The tour included the 
Red Light District of 
King’s Cross, Double 
Bay, an exclusive shop¬ 
ping center, on Bondi 
Beach, which rivals 
Hawaii’s most vaunted 
surfer heavens with 80 ft. 
waves, ^although it was a 
mill-pond the day we 
viewed it. 

Sydney Harbor 
Bridge, considered one 
of the world’s most spec¬ 
tacular, soared 740 feet 
above high tide and serv¬ 
ed as a backdrop to Pad- 
dington’s terraced 
houses, looking for all 
the world as if they’d 
been transported from 
New Orleans, curly-cue

wrought iron and all, 
and placed on Sydney’s 
hills. 

We also toured a 
number of carefully 
preserved government 
buildings designed by a 
convict architech in the 
days when Australia was 
a British penal colony. 
The architect, whatever 
his crime, was well worth 
his bondage. 

The bay and area of 
Wooloomooloo bore the 
most romantic appella¬ 
tion, if not the most ex¬ 
citing environs. 

Sydney Tower, which 
soars over 1000’ above 
the city, the tallest 


edifice in the Southern 
Hemisphere, provides a 
spectacular view of 
Sydney and its harbor, 
noted as one of the 
world’s most beautiful. 

Brief as our stay was, 
it when our appetites for 
more savoring of Down 
Under —Melbourne, 
Alice, Perth, Brisbane 
and even the Outback, 
but in winter only, thank 
you. Otherwise the Out¬ 
back equates with Death 
Valley in July. Our sum¬ 
mer is winter Down 
Under and all of the 
South Pacific is more 
amenable then.

This week is the first 
anniversary of the devas- 
ta'ing Glendale, Calif, 
brush fire. On June 27, 
1990, a quick-moving 
brush fire driven by 
strong winds raced 
through residential 
neighborhoods on 
brush-covered hillsides. 
The fire destroyed 64 
structures and consumed 
100 acres of watershed. 

Glendale fire officials 
estimate that the total 
loss of property was 
approximately $19 million 
of which only $15 
million was covered by 
insurance.

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May Shearer chosen ‘SNF Citizen of Month’

In 1940 when May and Harold Shearer moved 
from Long Beach to Sierra Madre because of health 
concerns about their only child it oroved to be 
a case of double good luck. Sierra Madrc’s climate 
was beneficial in helping cure their daughter’s 
asthma and Sierra Madre acquired a wonderful 
family. 

May was widowed in 1978 and has a series 
of strokes. She is now a resident of Sierra Madre 
Skilled Nursing Facility where she is totally 
dependent upon their care. What has not changed, 
though, is her warm personality, wonderful smile 
and even her lovely complexion. 

We salute May Shearer as our SNF Senior of 
the Month and so, too, that only child, Nina 
Shearer Bartolai. 

Nina is the wife of Sierra Madre City Councilman 
Clem Bartolai, who has served as mayor twice and 
is herself one of Sierra Madre’s special people. She is 
very popular in the community. 

Looking back on May’s life is to see a true 
American saga. She was born May Snider the day 
after Christmas, 1906 in Lenora, Okla. The family 
soon moved in a covered wagon to Colorado by 
way of Rabbit Ears Pass to Steamboat Springs. 
When they would pass through a town and drive 
by a saloon, heaven forbid. May’s mother would 
make her hide her eyes in the back of the wagon 
so that this little girl would not see “someone” 
she shouldn’t see (of course, she peeked!). 

In Steamboat, May attended school until 5th 
grade. Her grandmother ran a boarding house 
a few miles from Steamboat in Oak Creek and 
close to a mining town. May, at 16, and thanks to 
her “wonderful smile,” was hired as a postal 
worker in the Oak Creek post office. During her 


lunch hour from the post office, she waited tables 
in her grandmother’s boarding house. Her grand¬ 
mother was noted for her good cooking, but men 
often brought their “chippies” to the boarding 
house. Please note, however, that our young 
heroine was not tainted by all this. 

On June 4, 1924 May married Harold Shearer 
who then had a transfer business and was very 
proud of his team of four horses. The bride’s 
wedding bouquet was made of her favorite flowers, 
sweet peas. The couple honeymooned in Denver, 
Colo. 

Back then. May and Harold’s favorite activity 
was going to the movies, sometimes leaving one 
theatre and going to another show. If they were 
able to take a few days vacation it was to trout 
fish in the Rockies. 

In 1929, tired of snow and long cold winters, 
the couple moved to Long Beach where Harold 
opened and ran three stations. Experiencing 
California earthquakes there became commonplace. 

With their move to Sierra Madre Harold sold 
his service stations to Standard Oil and began 
working in El Segundo. He continued there for 
40 years. At first the Shearers had just a small house 
in th Sierra Madre Canyon but in a few years 
moved to a larger cabin on Woodland Dr., a home 
they loved and which continued as the family 
residence until May moved to SNF. 

During WWII May was employed at Sierra 
Engineering (now Scott Aviation) on Montecito. 
After the war she again worked for the post office. 
Her retirement in 1965 was highlighted by a special 
retirement dinner with Evel Younger as the principal 
speaker. 

Harold’s long daily 80-mile round trips to El 


enjoy playing poker or attending the last race at 
Santa Anita and then going out to dinner. Nina 
remembers, too, the number of times the family 
ate at Lizzie’s Trail Inn. 

After Harold died, his death was sudden from 
a heart attack. May enjoyed volunteering her time in 
this community that she loves. With her “buddy,” 
the late Ann Long, she was active in the Sierra 
Madre Rose Float Assoc., also our Historical 
Society and in her church. Faith Lutheran. 

She has always enjoyed her family and baby 
sitting her two granddaughters was a special joy. 
Nina is an RN arJ after her two daughters 
started school, she began working part time for a 
Pasadena pediatrician group. Seventeen years later 
she continues to work there and for the last year 
has also been working part time at the Diet Center 
here in town. In July, she and Clem will celebrate 
their 31st wedding anniversary. 

May’s two granddaughters are Renee and Lisa. 
Renee married Jim Smith in 1984 and they live in 
the Mount Washington area of L.A. and both 
work in Los Angeles. It’s a well-known fact that 
Clem and Nina are great bicycle enthusiasts. So, 
too, are the Smiths and the two couples often 
make it a foursome as they share the fun and 
excitement of this great activity. 

Lisa Bartolai lives in San Clemente and works 
in Dana Point. Both girls were fortunate to have 
fun and loving grandparents. Many happy hours 
were spent at their grandparents’ Sierra Madre 
Canyon home.

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Two factions disagree on need for B.I.D. in Sierra Madre

of intention, shall be taken for a period of one 
year from the date of the finding of a majority 
protest by the City Council...If the City Council, 
following the public hearing, decides to establish 
the proposed parking and business improvement 
area, it shall adopt an ordinance to that effect.” 

The B.I.D. would assess both business and 
property owners to raise $56,850 so that the Main 
Street Chamber of Commerce, funded for three 
years by the Sierra Madre Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency (CRA), could find alternate funding. 

The CRA’s funding was to cease at the end of this 
month unless the City Council chooses to continue 
its support. At this time the Main Street Chamber 
has requested $25,000 which will not support the 
program as it has been maintained the past three 
years. 

Ron Hutson’s .salary, after a $3000 raise, 
is set at $30,000 a year, and the salary of a 
secretary is $10,000. Hutson is executive director of 
the Main Street Chamber. That is bare bones 
budgeting which does not include rent, utilities, 
basic supplies, or any other community work 
which the Sierra Madre Main Street Chamber 
has participated in these past three years. 

If the B.I.D. is, in fact, defeated as of now, 
what will happen to the Main Street Chamber, its 
executive director, the secretary and three years of 
program? 

Christopher Valencia, a vocal opponent of 
B.I.D., said, “My suggestion is that the Main 
Street project manager (Ron Hutson) for a three-year 
period has developed promotional programs and 
committees to be conducted. Since Sierra Madre 
has always been a voluntary functioning committee, 
it is suggested to turn those promotional programs 
over to the original Chamber of Commerce and 
have board members assigned to head those various 
committees and save the expense of a paid 
professional executive director.” 

Jerry Meyer said, “The bottom line is that people 
are talking to each other. The lines of communica¬ 
tion are open. This is the first time in nine-10 years 
that this has happened.” 

Opponents voiced their unhappiness that anyone 
would tell them how much they should be assessed. 
Several used the word “tax.” The B.I.D. is not a 
tax. It is an assessment. 

“In the meeting opponent Valencia said, “Bring 
Main Street to an end. Why use money when we 
can continue with the programs without paying the 
money?” 

Doug Delahooke, an active proponent who 


worked on the B.I.D. and who has been involved 
in the Main Street program for three years, answered, 
“It’s a long lesson in futility. We need someone 
to keep it on track.” 

May explained that every property owner 
would be a member of the group and could serve 
on the board. 

Delahooke also explained that the concept was 
established by the state. The Main Street Chamber 
of Commerce hired Ed Henning as a consultant to 
establish the basic budget for B.I.D. The annual 
assessment formula which is scheduled to support 
the Main Street Chamber on an annual basis is 
between $1(X) for nonprofit businesses and $500 
for financial/utility groups. Business owners would 
pay different amounts depending on where they 
are located—in Zone A or B. 

In Zone A, which includes specifically the 
downtown area of Sierra Madre, all businesses 
with one or two employees would be as.ses.sed 
$250 annually. Those with more than three employees 
would be asked to give $300 per year to support 
the B.I.D. 

In Zone B, those businesses with one to nipc 
employees would pay $150 in assessment and 
those with 10 or more employees would pay $300. 
Zone B is the area which includes E. Montecito 
Ave. 

In all cases, in both Zone A and B, financial/ 
utilities would pay $500, nonprofit businesses would 
pay $1(X) and property owners would pay $100 per 
year. 

New businesses would be exempt from assessment 
for the first 12 months of business. 

Property owners would be assessed $100 per 
building or parcel, whichever is larger, includit^g 
vacant parcels. Owner-occupied buildings with no 
lease space would be assessed only at their business 
assessment rate while those with leasable space 
would be assessed both as a businesses and as 
a property owner. Business owners with multiple 
business licenses at the same location would pay 
one assessment fee, whichever .is the largest. The 
maximum accumulative assessment would be $500 
per year for any individual or entity. 

The Business Improvement District is a funding 
mechanism to provide downtown business and 
property owners the opportunity to independently 
fund ongoing professional business promotions, 
activities and improvement projects without relying 
exclusively on government funding. 

This is not a tax. The cityls only involvemejjt 
would be initially to establish the B.I.D., to colhm 


the assessment fees each year and see that the funds 
are spent only for downtown activities and 
improvements. The business and property owners, 
working through their board of directors, would 
have a vote in determining the annual assessment 
and how the funds would be spent. All licensed 
business or property owners within the B.I.D. 
would be assessed under the program and would 
automatically become members of the chamber. 
Each member would be eligible to serve on the 
board of directors and committees, vote on corporate 
matters and help decide how the assessment funds 
are spent. 

Several have questioned why E. Montecito 
C-1 and M-1 properties were included. The 1989 
Economic Development Strategy for the Central 
Business District of the city of Sierra Madre, 
prepared for the Sierra Madre Community 
Redevelopment Agency, identifies the E. Montecito 
zone as underutilized, and a potential site for new 
startup commercial, light industrial and future 
office redevelopment. 

Other B.I.D. areas nearby include Pasadena, 
Monrovia, Alhambra, Whittier, Long Beach, Ontario, 
Chino, Baldwin Park, La Verne. 

When asked why everyone had not been informed 
of the B.I.D., Judy Webb-Martin, president of the 
Main Street Chamber, said, “One-and-a-half years 
ago a Task Force was started and looked for ways 
to take care of the downtown district. Everyone 
has been invited. Every week 10 to 15 people have 
shown up and those are the ones who formulated 
this (the B.I.D.). You received postcards. You did 
get invited.” 

One business owner said she did not believe 
that Main Street Chamber could make a real 


difference here in town. Another questioned the 
increased property values that had been discussed 
and requested a list of the goals. Another property 
owner asked what the money would be spent on 
and said, “Convince me that these are good 
programs.” She also asked if the program were 
realistic, and Doug Delahooke answered, “Much 
work has been in vertical rather than horizontal. 
We have accomplished much this past three years. 

I like the direction we’re going.” 

Don Murphy, president-elect of the Main Street 
Chamber, said, “People ask why they should get 
involved. That’s one of the problems. Sierra Madre 
has a whole bunch of factions shooting at each 
other. There is a need to pull together rather than 
pull apart. If we put that into a collective effort, 
we will be better off.” 

Webb-Martin answered, “Many individuals have 
spent alot of time...It didn’t just happen by using 
words. In my involvement with the chamber 
these past 12 years there’s not been as much happen 
as has happened these past three years.” 

Delahooke noted that when business owners 
retired in earlier years, the business simply went out 
of business. “There was no effort to see if the 
business could be continued. That could be the 
missing link. We are surrounded by a huge income. 
The income level (in the area in which we live) is 
delightfully high. We need to tap people to get them 
to shop here.” 

Billie Sullivan was concerned that the proposed 
budget would not be ample. He said that he felt 
$80,000 would be more realistic since he could 
see that $67,000 would be used for salaries, rent, 
auto, liability, computer, and asked “What’s left 
for promotion?”

“Good local govern¬ 
ment in California is a 
direct result of its 
nonpartisan nature. I am 


pleased the Supreme 
Court has preserved 
the tradition of keeping 
political parlies out of 
local elections,” said 
Assemblyman Mountjoy. 

Assemblyman Mount¬ 
joy was the author of 


ACA 7, the measure 
which was challenged in 
the courts by political 
operatives in San 
Francisco. ACA 7 passed 
from the Legislature in 
January of 1986, and 
was overwhelmingly 


approved by the people 
of California in June of 
that year as Proposition 
49. 

California has a long 
history of nonpartisan 
government dating back 
to 1911. 


“It would be very 
dangerous to inject 
political parlies and their 
party machines into 
nonpartisan judicial, 
local, and school elec¬ 
tions. Our forefathers 
found no Democratic way 


to pave a street and no 
Republican way to deliver 
water,” said Mountjoy. 

Local government in 
California is probably 
the purest in the nation 
with respect to partisan¬ 
ship. 

“So many times in 


recent years, the courts 
have overturned decisions 
California voters made 
at the polls on proposi¬ 
tions. This is one of the 
few times the people’s 
decision on election day 
has been upheld by the 
courts. I am delighted,” 
Mountjoy added.
